PEACE IS WELCOMED. 


When questioned regarding the condi- 


tions of peace, Mr. Takahashi continued: 
"All far seeing Japanese will hail with 
satisfaction the conclusion of peace al- 
though there must le a feeling of gen- 
eral regret that Russia did not display a 
more reasonable attitude in recognizing 
that Japan's terms were not only reason- 
able, but very moderate. In the circum- 
stances all Japanese who take a broad 
minded view of the situation must recog- 
nize that the decision of their emperor 
was the wisest possible. Had the gov- 
ernment insisted on an indemnity it is 
clear that the war would have continued. 
The objects for which this war was wag- 
ed already have been more than achiev- 
ed and to continue the war for a pecun- 
iary consideration would not have been 
worthy of the Japanese 
nation. I do 


not share the view that this is a patched 
up peace or that fresh conflicts are like- 
ly to ensue. Such a contingency has 
been amply provided for by the new An- 
glo-Japn ucse a Ilia nco." 


Mr. Takahashi looks for one of the

Italians at Ives in the employ of the 


Horiick Lime & Stone Co., were at war 
this morning. A young Italian and two 
of his companions came to town in a 
highly excited state of mind and wanted 
officers to come up to Ives right away, 
that seven men had a man in a building 
and that they were armed with a gun 
and knives and threatened to kill him 
unless he quit work and this he refused 
to do. 


A representative of the Journal inter- 


viewed the Italians through an interpret- 
er and they said: "Patsey Bruno is an 
Italian and has been employed by the 
Horiick people to operate 
engines and 


stone crusher. Patsey is what they term 
an American Italian, not mingling with 
the majority of the sons of Italy. These 
men do not like him. Seven quit work 
and refused to work unless he quit, get 
out and allowed an Italian 
of 
their 


choice to run the engine. The IlorUck 
people did not want him to go and he 
refused to quit. 


Then the men armed themselves with a 


gun and knives and surrounded the build- 
ing where Bruno was at work. He dared 
not leave the building for fear his coun- 
trymen would kill him and he sent to the 
city for assistance and relief. 


One year ago the same gang threatened 


to kill Patsy if he did not get out of 
the vicinity, but he refused. As a result 
he was stabbed and so was his brother. 
The assailants filed and were not appre- 
hended. Soon as the trouble blew over 
they came back and now the trouble is 
resumed. 


Under Sheriff Gus Derricks, in the ab- 


sence of Sheriff Emmett, went to Ives to 
uvestigate. 


Under Sheriff 
Derricks came 
homo 


from Ives this afternoon. He found that 
when he arrived there the gang of Ital- 
ians was bound to slaughter the engineer 
it he persisted in working.

The most important invention or dis- 
covery in physics; the most important 
discovery or improvement in chemistry; 
the most important discovery in physiol- 
ogy or medicine; the most remarkablp lit 
erary work of an idealistic nature; and 
the most or best work done in the inter- 
est, of universal peace. 
Tlie first four 


prizes are awarded by the "Academies 
of Sweden," the fifth by the Norwegian 
storthing.

Commissioner Wentworth granted, the' 
adjournment and increased the bond. 


O'Hearn was interviewed by a repre-, 


sentative of the Journal with a view of 
ascertaining what his version of the 
trouble was and whether he intended to 
stand trial or plead guilty. For the first 
time he talked. O'Hearn said that he 
and a party of friends were on the way ' 
from 
Chicago to Milwaukee on the 


steamer; that they ran into Dittviller 
and his crowd. All were on the upper 
deck of the boat and there was a clash. 


Then he claims that Dittviller struck 


him on the back of the neck with a beer 
bottle and hurt him seriously. They 
were parted and all went to the upper 
deck. He commenced to sing and Ditt- 
viller told him to shut up and he said ba 
did not have to. 


Dittviller attacked him with a parasol 


and knocked one of his teeth out. or 
rather jabbed him and broke the tooth. 
Then the fight commenced and he used 
the knife in self-defense. All fa.Ik about 
him saying it was his twin brother in the 
fight was simply talk. 


O'Hearn said that h<? would not plead 


guilty, but that he would stand trial and 
claims that he acted in self-deicnse. He 
lias no attorney and no money to hire 
one, but will ask the court to appoint 
someone to defend him. He said that 
when Dittviller got at him he was afraid 
of his life.

HIT HEAD 


Bevolver found in Roo'ii With One 


Chamber Empty—Requested That 


He be Taken to St. Luke's 


^capital. 


With an ugly and ragged wound back 


of his right car -and Jitterally 
covered 


•with blood, E. C. Stewart, one. of the 
best known and most popular young 
men in the city, was found lying on a 
bed in the rear o£ the Porter Furniture 
company 
building on Main street, by 


whom ho is employed, about 7 o'clock 
this morning, by Hugo Dusen, the errand 
boy. 


The.boy was very mudi frightened and b\e.°eas< 


reported to others in. the store that Sir.- his life. 
Stewart had. fainted and was on the bed 
covered with blood. With all possible 
haste.Mr. Allen Northrop, who was still 
at bis home, was notified. In the mean- 
time the brother of Mr. Northrop and 
Albert Bauman, also employes of tho 
iirm, were on the spot, and Dr. Rdbert 
Kitto was called from tlio Hotel Ilacine. 
When the physician arrived he found 
Mr. Stewart in a, semi-conscious condi- 
tion, produced from vomiting and great 
loss of blood. 


SAID HE FELL DOWN. 


Dr. Kitto immediately washed the 


wound and cleared away the blood, in 
the ineautune-Mr. Stewart having regain- 
ed consciousness. Tho physician asked 
him what happened 
and Mr. Stewart 


said: "About 12 o'clock last night I 
was suddenly taken sick at the stomach, 
got up to vomit, became dizzy, fell back 
and .struck icy head against the bed post 
and'became unconscious." This was all 
he said except to further state when the 
doctor asked him if ho was telling the 
truth that ie was, but he appeared much 
depressed and although conscious said 
little to those around him. 


HOW. HE WAS FOUND. 


The brother o£ Mr. Allen Northrop 


generally appears at tho store early in 
the mornitig. He found the front door 
open, or rather unlocked, but supposed 
that Mr. Stewart, ns was his custom, had 
got up out of bod, went out, opened the 
door and brought in the morning paper. 
Presently Hugo Dusen, the boy, came. It 
was his duty to enter the room of Mr. 
Stewart, who always slept in the store, 
to fill the wash bowl with water. It 
was when he entered the room that he 
discovered Mr. Stewart and 
gave the 


alarm. 


WHAT DR. KITTO SAYS. 


When Dr. Kitto was seen after the 


discovery of Mr. Stewart, he said: "I 
was called to the Porter Furniture com- 
pany about 7:15 o'clock and found Mr. 
Stewart lying on the bed in his room 
covered with blood. I washed the blood 
from his face and head and .discovered a 
wound back o£ the right ear and also 
discovered 
that the injured man had 


vomited 
considerable, 
including blood 


and that he was completely exhausted on 
this account. In answer to questions he 
eaid that' he was taken ill during the 
night; about midnight he arose, vomited, 
was taken dizzy and fell, striking his 
head against the-post of the bed, was un- 
able to help himself and gradually bled, 
sinking into unconsciousness. 


WAS A BULLET WOUKD. 


"I made an examination of the found 


and found powder marks and that in- 
stead of it having resulted from a fall, 
was that of a bullet, being ragged, that 
he had become almost bloodless. When 
I questioned him he said that he was 
tolling the truth, but at once became de- 
jected' and melancholy. He was anxious 
to go to St. Luke's hospital, and as I 
never attend1 eases at that hospital the 
case was turned over to Dr. Nott, and 
the ambulance took the injured man to 
the'hospital. 


BULLET WENT UP. 


"From the indications of the wound I 


should judge that the bullet went up- 
ward and forward. Ib could lodge be- 
tween "..the. brain and the skull without 


art was attending to bis business in the j 
store yesterday and las*-evening, w.aa 
jolly and cheerful as he'always'was and 
there was not the slightest indication 
that he was in any trouble, that he was 
sick or contemplated ending his life, in 
fact the whole thing was a complete 
mystery to -them and almost prostrated 
every person in the store when the gen- 
tleman was discovered. 


THE REVOLVER FOUND. 


Chief of Police Pfister and Policeman 


Bert George went to the Porter Furni- 
ture company and took charge of the 
ease. Little information could be ob- 
tained as no one knew anything except 
that Mr. Stewart was found on the bed 
covered with blood. No one could be 
found who heard a shot during the night, 
nor had anyone seen Mr. Stewart after 
h«( retired for the night. As was his 
custom he ate his supper at the home of 
Mrs. Frank Redfield where he took his 
meals and no one noticed anything un- 
usual in his demeanor. 


The revolver from which the wound is 


supposed to have been inflicted, was 
found in the room and taken possession 
of by Chief of Police Pfister, who refus- 
ed to talk about the matter at alJr not 
even, admitting he had the gun.

He is 31 years old, 
a member of the Masonic fraternity and 
popular in the social circles where he 
mingles. Friends cannot find any possi- 
ble'reason why he should desire to end 


PARENTS NOTIFIED. 


A telegram was sent to the father of 


Mr. Stewart notifying him that his son 
was dangerously injured and to come at 
once. The father is a prominent citi- 
zen of Broadhead. 


ONE CHAMBER EMPTY. 


The revolver with which Mr. Stewart 


is supposed to have been shot was a 32 
calibre and only one chamber was empty. 
He had it a long time find kept the wea- 
pon to protect himself in the store nights. 


No one has been able to assign a rea- 


son why he should shoot himself and it is 
advanced that ho may have been taken 
very sick during the night and while in 
great pain became deranged and 
shot 


himself while in that condition. 


HIS CONDITION UNCERTAIN. 


Dr. Nott, the attending physician, 


stated this afternoon that Mr. Stewart 
was doing as well as any man could tin- 
der similar circumstances and wounded 
as he is. He said that the bullet is hard 
to locate and that no effort was made 
to probe for it, this seldom being done 
itt such wounds. The bullet in entering 
just struck the point of the jaw and 
fractured it. Evidently the course w.as 
upward and it niay have lodged at the 
base of the brain, but this cannot be 
stated for certain at present. The doc- 
tor further stated that it was not possi- 
ble to tell whether the wound will prove 
fatal or not. 


REITERATES PREVIOUS STORY. 
To the physician Mr, Stewart told the 


same story he did to Dr. Kitto, that he 
was sick in the night, got up to vomit, 
was tiiken with a dizzy spell, fell over 
and struck his head on tho bed. When 
the doctor called his attention to the 
bullet wound ho simply said he did not 
know how it came there and seemed to 
think he was not shot. 


Further than this Mr. Stewart had no 


statement to make, ottering no explana- 
tion and not even admitting he had shot 
himself. The case is very mysterious 
and it might be such a thing as he was 
shot by another person, but this is not 
probable, for the revolver was found on 
the table with one chamber empty, al- 
though in the event of being shot, the 
assailant might have left the pistol be- 
hind to make out a. case of attempted 
suicide.

Cullough at Batavia, 111., and five years 
ago they came to Racine, her husband 
having formerly been a resident, his fath- 
er being the superintendent of the Fish 
Bros, wagon factory for a number of 
years. Two children were born to them, 
a girl who is now fl years old, aud the 
boy, 4 years old. 


Mr. McCullough had a good position 


as timekeeper at the. J. I. Case T. M. Co. 
Two years, ago Carrie Olse.n, a girl who. 
was taken care of at the Taylor orphan 
asylum until she was fourteen years old, 
came into the family to work, having 
formerly been employed with other fam- 
ilies where she made trouble. 


WIFE ATTACKS GIRL.

Philadelphia furnish evidence of the 
value of the filtration of the water 
supply which amounts to positive dem- 
onstration, says the Philadelphia Led- 
ger. 
In a portion of West Philadel- 


phia still supplied in part with unal- 
tered water there were, during four 
months of the present year, 273 cases 
of typhoid fever ia a population of 
140,517,oronein514. Intbeadjoiningsec- 
tion, supplied entirely from the Belmont 
filtering plant, there were but s»ven 
cases in a population of 41,42-t, or one 
in 5,917. 


A similar contrast is shown in the 


northwestern portion of the city. The 
Germantown and 
Roxborough dis- 


trict is supplied with filtered water 
from the Roxborough beds. 
In thisi 


district, with a population of 113.750.; 
there were 37 cases of typhoid fever, 
or one in 3,074. 
In two neighboring: 


wards, receiving unaltered water, in a 
population of 89,142, there were 132 
cases of typhoid, or one in every 67s" 
In the northeastern section, supplied 
with unaltered water from the Dela- 
ware, 1,035 cases of typhoid fever oc- 
curred in a population of 144.906—the 
appalling proportion of one in 140. The 
difference between the two extremes 
of ratio shown by these figures repre- 
sent, in the whole population, the dif- 
ference between 9,240 cases of typhoid! 
fever and only 220 cases—or exactly 
42 to 1. 
If vre leave the worst re- 


sults from the unaltered Delaware out; 
of consideration, we have still the CQS- 
trast that among 567 people drinking 
the ordinary water from the Schuyl- 
kill there has occurred this year one 
case of t5i>hoid fever, while there was 
but one case among 3,526 persons us- 
ing the same water filtered. la other 
words, the filtration of water has re- 
duced the liability to typhoid fever 
83 per cent.

disappearances" in London last year. 
No less than 35,262 cases were notified: 
to the police, and in less than half 
was any trace of the missing persons 
discovered. In other words,

RESULTS FROM FILTRATION 


Evidence of Its VpJue Sho-^n in tlio 


"Water System of One 


Big City. 


Recent statistics of typhoid fever In 


Philadelphia furnish evidence of the 
value of the' filtration of the water 
supply which amounts to positive dem- 
onstration, says the Philadelphia Led- 
ger. 
In a portion of West Philadel- 


phia still supplied in part with unfil- 
tered water there were, during four 
months of the present year, 273 cases 
of typhoid fever in a. population of 
140.517, or one in 514. Inthoadjoiningsec- 
tion, supplied entirely from the Belmont 
filtering plant, there were but s»ren 
cases in a population of 41,424, or ona 
in 5,917. 


A similar contrast is shown la tha

Abandon Ttieir Demand 


For Indemnity. 


Also Agree to Division of Sakhalin, Without Re- 


imbursement from Russia—Armistice the 


Next Step in Peace Proceedings and 


Then- Signing of Treaty. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., 'Aug. 29.—The 


rumor is circulating that there as some 
sort of- secret understanding behind the 
treaty. 


' PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 29.—The Japan- 
egocorrespondents express great dissat- 
isfaction with the basis of the peace 
treaty. 


PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 20.—Peace be- 


tween. Russia and Japan was practically 
concluded at this morning's session of the 
peace conference. In the final struggle 
the Russians achieved the victory. For 
tho sake of peace, the Japanese, with a 
magnanimity worthy of their heroic 
achievements in this war met the ulti- 
matum of the czar and abandoned their 
demands not only for reimbursement for 
the cost of the war, but for the re-pur- 
chase of the northern half of Sakhalin, 
Russia at the same time agreeing to di- 
vision of the island. The Japanese also 
withdrew articles 10 and 11 of the peace 
conditions originally proposed, (demand 
for the surrender of the interned 
war- 


Bhips and limitation of the Russian naval 
power in the far east). The delegates of 
the respective missions will be called in 
nt the session and the actual work of 
formulating the treaty o£ peace will be- 
gin 


Asserted Milwaukee Millionaire

The news that peace had been agreed 


on caused the most intense excitement at 
the hotel whore the envoys have been 
staying. Everywhere there was a delir- 
ium of jubilation. An armistice probab- 
ly will be arraigned this afternoon. 


SCREAMS OF JOY UTTERED. 


'A scene of greatest excitement follow- 


ed the receipt of the news in the lobby of 
the Hotel Wentworth. The official bul- 
letin was telephoned from the conference 
room at the navy yard by Mr. Sato and 
like an electric thrill flooded through the 
room. There were screams of joy. Men 
threw their hats aloft, women actually 
wept. Then there was a rush for the tel- 
egraph offices and in an instant the news 
was spreading to the remotest corners of 
the earth. 


M. Witte accompanied by Baron De 


Rosen came to the hotel for luncheon. 
There was a wonderful demonstration oh 
their arrival. A great crowd had collect- 
ed under the port-coehere of the annex 
•where the Russians arc quartered and 
when their automobile drew up, the air 
was torn with frantic cheers. 


WITTE SAYS "NO INDEMNITY." 
HatsAvere thrown aloft. M. Wittc aa 


hexstepped- out of the motor car seemed 
quite-overcome. Too full for utterance 
he could only grasp and shake the hands 
that were, extended to him. Baron De 
RoseUiUifeo was equally moved and receiv- 
ed the!congratulations of the crowd in 
silence,^ Eor about five minutes the two 
plenipotentiaries were kept on the porch 
listening to tho incoherent praises of the 
hotelrguests. "Do you pay indemnity!" 
was tho universal interrogation. "Pas 
un sou" (Not a-cent) was M. Witte's re 
Bponse. 


AGREEMENT IN A NUTSHELL. 
Forcing his way to the door, M. Witte 


encountered the members of the Russian 
mission who rushed forward to shako hi 
hand. Briefly in Russian he gave them 
thoijoyful tidings. Then, as he startec 
up the stairs, the newspaper correspon 
dents clamored for information. "Wha 
havo-you done? How is it settled?" thej 
cried. 


"We pay not a kopec of indemnity," h 


replied an he turned at the landing hal 
•way -of the stairs. "We get half of Sak 
haiin. That is the agreement in a nnf 
shell. 


The two plenipotentiaries 4iave rospei 


tivcly proposed to their emperors th 
conclusion of an 
immediate- armistice. 


The details o£ the armistice will be dis- 
cussed, at this afternoon's meeting and 
Immediately after the question of the re- 
lease of the Russian prisoners. 


CECIiAHES-IT INCREDIBLE. 


The.'Associatcd Press correspondent ae- 


comijaiM«|i M- Witte to his room. M. 
\Vit£eJiad'teen guite overcome-by the 


great o-vation he had received and the in 
tense strain lie had been under. He threw 
himself into his arm chair and after a few 
minutes to "pull himself together" he be 
gan to--speak, slowly and deliberately, al 
most as if he was talking to himself: "It 
seems incredible," he said, "I do not be 
liove.any other man in my place woulc 
have dared to hope for the possibility of 
peace on tho conditions to which we havr 
just agreed. From all sides, from Presi 
dent Roosevelt down to my own friend/ 
in Russia, I received up to the last mo 
ment, even this morning, urgent rcpresen 
tations that something should bo paid t( 
Japan." 


HOW HE MET DEMANDS. 


At this point, M. Witte, who was stil 


laboring under excitement, almost los 
control of himself. He paused a moinenl 
Then he went on: "The Japanese-want- 
ed to take our interned ships, and I have 
not consented. The Japanese wanted to 
limit our naval power in the far east and 
I have not consented. 
The Japanese 


wanted war indemnity for the reimburse- 
ment of the cost of the war, aye, de- 
manded it, and I have not consented. The 
Japanese wanted the Chinese Eastern 
railway south of Harbin, but I gave them 
only the railroad in the possession of 
their troops south of Chautafu. The Ja- 
panese wanted the island of Sakhalin and 
I refused it, agreeding, however, at the 
last moment to cede tho southern half 
and then only because I was commanded 
by my sovereign to yield and obeyed. Not 
only do we not pay so much as a kopeck, 
but we obtain half of Sakhalin, now in 
their possession. At this morning's meet- 
ing I presented my written proposition 
with the Russian ultimatum. It was ac- 
cepted by the Japanese. I was amazed 
Cntil I was in the conference room I did 
not think what would happen. I could 
not anticipate such a great and happy 
issue." 


IMPORTANT DETAILS LEFT. 


It was a psychological crisis. I had 


made up my mind to strike out no letter 
of the ultimatum. 1 submitted so far as 
I was concerned it was ended. But I 
could not tell liow it would work on the 
Japanese mind. It was a complete vic- 
tory for us." At this afternoon's session 
M. Witte continue^, "all the, delegates 
will participate. 
Now that the general 


lines of peace have been agreed on, the 
details will have to be considered and dis- 
cussed, by the competent persons who 
have accompanied the plenipotentiaries. 
Although a question of detail, they in- 
clude matters of great importance. Chief 
among them is the armistice which Ba- 
ron Komura and myself 
have already 


roposcd to our emperors. The release of 
10 prisoners also will come up inimed- 
atcly." 


VANDERLIP'S MISSION. 


M. WTitte, continuing his conversation 
aid that he was likely to explain the 
isifc of Mr. Vanderlip last night to pre- 
ent false statements and misrcprescnta- 
ions regarding it. "Mr. Vanderlip," he 
aid, "came to sen me not only to speak 
f the situation in general hut also of 
noncy matters and of the possibility of 
lussia floating a lonn in the 
United 


States. I told him two things. 


"If Russia must continue the war there 


s at the command of the treasury a re- 
serve fund of one billion roubles in gold 
which I accumulated when -I was a minis- 
ter of the finance. That fund is to. pro- 
tect paper issues but could be vised and 
we would not bo forced to borrow money 
at exorbitant rates. If I reach peace I 
told him from everywhere in America, in 
France, in Germany, and in England 
would come a flood of offers of money. 
Therefore, if peace comes, it would be- 
come only a question of whether Mr. 
Vanderlip's offers were preferable ta oth- 
ers." 


The Japanese envoys did not come back 


to the hotel during recess. They remain- 
ed for luncheon at the navy yard. 


M. Witte expresses the opinion that 


some time will be required to complete 
the details of the treaty. He does not 
approximate the period, but it is appar- 
ent that several weeks will 
probably 


elapse before the treaty is ready for the 
final signature. 


DECISIVE HOUR AT HAND. 


When the peace plenipotentiaries start- 


ed for the conference room today there 
was a recognition on both sides that the 
decisive hour in the. fate of the peace 
conference had come. Mr. Witte seemed 
not in a pleasant frame, of mind. He had 
received new instructions 
during 
tho 


night reiterating the old. They left him 
no leeway. Unless the new Japanese pro- 
posal met the emperor's "ultimatum" as 


given to President Roosevelt through 
Ambassador Meyer, "no indemnity but 
the cession of half of Sakhalin without 
money payment beyond that for the 
maintenance of the Russian prisoners 
and that involved in the cession of the 
Chinese Eastern railway," he considered 
that he had full authority to reject it 
without reference to St. Petersburg. Mr. 
Witte considered that the emperor had 
figuratively burned his bridges behind 
him in the replies he had. given to the 
head of the American republic. His su- 
perior having thus committed himself, 
Mr. Witte felt himself 
tied hand and 


foot. Unless the Japanese proposal this 
morning, therefore came strictly within 
his instructions he would, according to 
his views, not only be justified in refus- 
ing but bo compelled to refuse it. Dip- 
lomatically he would, according to the 
Russian counsel, have that right. To a 
proud man like Witte the position wns 
insufferable. He was playing a "dog's 
comedy," ho said to a friend. 


CAPABLE OF DEFIANCE. ' 


But he is a man of passion, a man who 


acts sometimes upon 
sudden impulses, 


and he is quite capable at the critical 
moment of disregarding the. letter of his 
instruction and laying them at the feet 
of his majesty and thus in the face of 
the world forcing the emperor to take 
the responsibility. But there are mo- 
tives that might impel him in the other 
direction. Xonc knows as well as he the 
hostility which exists at court, against 
him. 
None knows as well as he that the 


emperor's advisers are trying to poison 
his majesty's mind against him. None 
knows as well as he that the military 
party is demanding a continuation of the 
war and that if he disobeys the letter of 
instructions he will be accused of tem- 
porizing. He will be charged with being 
willing to make peace at any price. No 
plenipotentiary at such a crisis was ever 
placed in so difficult a position. 
Court 


intrigue for the course of Russia is again 
in play. Even the members of his en- 
tourage could not fathom his intentions 
when he went to the conference today. 


LOOKS FOR REFUSAL, 


One of them said: 
"If you want my 


opinion it is 95 chances out of 100 that 
Mr. Wittc will not even consider the 
Japanese proposals. I cannot believe 
that they will absolutely waive indemni- 
ty and not substitute something in lieu 
thereof which will involve money pay- 
ment by Russia. And if they offer a 
proposition which again arrays indcmni- 
tv in any amount in a new dress, Mr. 
Witte, I am satisfied, will not even con- 
sider it. He goes to the conference to 
listen ta what they have to say. He will 
take his place at the conference table 
and sit silent until they have finished. 
That will be tile pysehological moment. 
Then he will reply. Perhaps he did not 
himself know when he left the hotel this 
morning what re-ply he would give." 


JAPS HAVE STRONG CARD. 


Just before tho conference met the 


Associated Press received nil intimation 
that Baron Koniura held a strong card 
in reserve which will be almost impossi- 
ble for Mr. Wit to, no matter how he 
viewed his instructions, to reject the sec- 
ond proposal without, submitting it to 
his emperor. Should the first proposal 
be refused, the understanding of the As- 
sociated Press is that Bnron Kamura 
would then play his last trump—a whole- 
sale proposal to arbitrate nil unadjusted 
propositions before the conference. It is 
hardly conceivable that Mr. Witte would 
dare refuse to lay the author of The 
Hague tribunal such a, proposition. To 
do so would be to bring both upon him- 
self and his government a universal out- 
mrst of denunciation.

Save the $40 for regular school 
supplies which are purchased from a reg- 
ular school supply house and if you wish 
to spend the $7.50 for such chart, probab- 
ly you will get your money's worth. Tbe 
text book as sent oxit by the regular book 
companies, are all that is necessary for 
the teaching of agriculture in the-schools 
of Racine county. Whenever the chart 
agent appears please notify this office and 
do not buy at the first appearance as 
charts "as a rule are not what is neces- 
sary to improve the school facilities. If 
these things have been misrepresented, 
boards having already purchased need 
not pay for same.

Now, according to my belief, it is wholly 
unnecessary for school boards to spend 
§i47.50 for such charts . A chart should 
not be procured at such an enormous 
price. Save the S40 for regular school 
supplies which arc purchased from a reg- 
ular school supply house and if you wish 
to spend the $7.50 for such chart, probab- 
ly you will get your money's worth. The 
text book as sent out by the regular book 
companies, arc all that is necessary for 
the teaching of agriculture in the .schools 
of Racine comity. Whenever the chart 
agent appears please notify this office and 
do not buy at the first appearance as 
charts "as a rule are not what is neces- 
sary to improve the school facilities. If 
thesa things have been misrepresented, 
boards having already purchased 
need 


not pay for same.
